Mau may be made 
just as free from smallpox, yellow fever 
or bubonic plague as a h6rse. He can 
travel in any country without fear of af- 
lliotion from the ctimate. 


Iu cooking food nil the acids and gases 


so necessary for the conservation and 
preservHtiou of ideal health escape with 
the steam, and the food i-ctains a greater 
supply of ash, lime and other such sub- 
stances than nature requires for the 
amount of food taken into the system. 


Cooking is all a notion, and a very bad 


one for the humau race. Jt began some- 
where back in the prehistoric ages ns »i 
fad and bus continued to work havoc 
with humanity ever since. 
It is more 


disastrous than tho tobacco habit. 


I would suggest as a daily diet plenty 


of fruit for breakfast and supper. Cereals 
and nuts are the meat, though I have no 
ohjeciiou to dried buef for the diet of a 
well person. 


There are millions of things a person 


can eat without cooking. All vegetables 
are better raw thnn cooked. Onions, rad- 
ishes, tomatoes, turnips, carrots, lettuce, 
cucumbers, mustard and numerous other 
garden products could lie mentioned. 


Then among the fruits there are pine- 


apples, peaches, pears, grapes, berries, 
bananas, cherries aud numerous others 
that are healthy nnd vclisbable. 
The 


melons arc rill well recommended. Dried 
prunes should be eaten for breakfast nnd 
luncheon. Salt should be taken into tho 
system only when nature calls for it.—

Just how this comes to pass is some- 


thing of a puzzle. There are seven hun- 
dred odd spocies o* ants duly classified. 


Several of these species, say observ- 


ers, must possess hypnotic power, since 
they attack, subjugate and reduce to 
slavery other species which are much 
bigger, stronger and more populous in 
the nests. 


After they have got then- slaves many 


other queer things happen. The slaves 
iu some nests are classified—so many told 
(iff as soldiers to defend the gates, so 
many for domestic dutig*, foraging, the 
I-JTL- of eggs, and so on. The soldier ants 
art- fuither subdivided. The larger mini- I 
licr, by constant exercise, develop fierce [ 
nipping jnws and poison stings. The oth- 
ers iu some curious fashion increase the ] 
size of their heads, especially if they 
happen to be considerably bigger than 
their masters. 
The big heads enable 


tnem to block a passageway against an 
invading- foe. 


Exceptionally elastic slaves are trans- 


formed into living honey bottles. They 
are found with abdomens enormously 
distended and full of the honey dew the 
working slaves bring in. 
Honey dew, 


be'it said, is a secretion of-the aphides, or 
plant lice, v.-hieh the ant swarms keep in 
herds within tho nest. 


Ants are passionately fond of honey— 


indeed, of all sweet juices. They are, 
further, fond of mushrooms and grow 
them within their nests. They also culti- 
vate certain species -of orchids and bring 
about distinct modifications of the plant 
form, stinging the young tender stems 
so fiercely that they will become almost 
globulin- and distill a thin semisaccharine 
juice, which the ants no doubt regard as 
rare wine-. 
One particular species of 


orchid, indeed, is so infested with a 
virulent stinging ant that the collection 
of it is very dangerous. 
The minute 


the plant is touched all the- ants swarm- 
ing over it rush to the point of attack. 
That is, however, less curious than the 
fact that the orchid will not flourish 
without the ants, but withers away after 
a feeble, straggling year's growth. 


Some few among ilaveholding ants re- 


main ecpablo. 
The most part become 


utterly demoralized. They cannot build 
nests, care for their young, or even feed 
themselves. 
Not a few, when the slaves 


have chosen and built a new tiest, ride to 
it upon a slave's back. One species ia 
noteworthy for having only slaves lor 
workers, yul never containing -within the 
uests any slave eggs or young. 


An with bees, the queen ant is the 


. mother of tho swarm. Unlike bees, how- 
over, there are often several queens ia 
the same an ami. The workers are rudi- 
mentary females. 
Ln slavemaking the 


victors kill all the perfect ants and take 
home the others. 


Perfect males and females have wings, 


which they drop a* soon as thu marriage 
flight is over- 
Worker ants have no 


wings. Worker ants, or, rather slaves. 
and the aphis cows by no means exhaust 
the list of cnt dependents. They keep 
various smaller insects as men keep do- 
mestic animals. Ju.-t why is not yet 
clear. The fact remains, though, that in 
the crannies of fcorne uests herds of a 
thousand almost invisible small creatures 
have brevi found. 


A year is the average span of ant life, 


but somo species live five years nnd ox-- 
(optional individuals ns much ns seven. 
All species show thc liveliest concern for 
their eggs, lugging them up into sunshine 
upon fair days and scuttling back with 
them the minute the sky is overcast. 
Upon a fickle April day tho eggs may 
be moved a half dozen times. They are 
nearly aa regardful of the- aphia eggs. In- 
deed, throughout they protect their milk 
kino, shelter them well und take pains in 
rearing their young. 


Hospitality is not unknown among ants. 


A slrnugor guest receives distinguished 
consideration. But wor- to thc stranger 
ant that comes uninvited. lie is hustk'd 
and pununelod and dually hurt mortally 
unless he saves himself by showing su- 
perior lighting power or possessing a 
clean pair of heels. After he is down a 
more squirming trunk, bereft of legs, un- 
able to bite, the slaves lay bold on him 
and drag him outside the nest to die. 
Possibly it is an ant superstition that bad 
luck follows a stranger's death in the 
house. 


Formic ncicl. the distinctive ant prod- 


uct, is one of the greatest vegetable stim- 
ulants known. The earth of a nest bo- 
comes so saturated with It that some peo- 
ple explain the famous Hindoo mango 
trick by supposing that the mango seed 
which comes to flower and fruit before 
your eyes Is planted in a pot of ant heap 
earth. 


However that may be, it is established 


beyond cavil that ants of some species 
cultivate nnd presumably fertilize theii 
favorite food stuffs. Cases In point are 
the trimmer ants and the- harvesting ants 
both of which abound in the state 
<>i 


Texas. 
The trimmers prune a sort of 


weed which Is to their taste, so thnt it 
shall grow strong and sturdy. The har 
resting ants go even beyond that. They 
clear disks several yards across round 
nbnut their nests of nil manner of vogc 
tation, thiii plant thc disks with aut rioo 
which they watch and tend until It rip 
ens, letting no vagrant or alien twig show 
its bend.—New York Sun.

SUBMARINE WORK O~ SPIDERS. 


A i»teI*B Tfcat Cmrrr Along Air IB 


Tb«lr Joaratfi fader Water. 


A certain kind of spider is capable- of 


forming a bubble, taking it down through 
the water uud disi-harxinjj it into iu neat, 
so that the egss—and later on, the youns 
—are kept dry and are supplied with air. 


Although the water spider lives OD 


land, where it ueeds plenty of air to 
breathe, it is really hatched under the 
water and spends a great deal of its time 
there beneath the surface. 
Its body is 


covered with hair, which holds the air 
like drops of Trater. aad when the body is 
charged with those air particles the 
spider dives down under the surface, 
loruiir.? a babble which it holds between 
the bind less and carries with it. It is 
only ia this manner that it can furnish 
air for the interior of its nest, keepiujj it 
dry U3iil the t;:;j5 are hatched. 


Kim, the mother spider builds her nest. 


This is placed some distance dowa In the 
water and is a sort of cell spun in the 
shape of an e«s. bavins an opening on 
the underside. When tbis is completed, 
she rises to the surface aud there charges 
her body thoroughly with air. Then once 
move she dives under the surface, the 
T.-^ter forming a bubble which srad-jnUy 
swells out from the body. This she skill- 
fully huiJ.- betivt-cn her furry bind legs J 
firmly aad yet gently, so that it won't 
bi (_•:'.I; and escape.
